A mysteiious cave on White 
Uiv-er- , 
eight miles from Camp 
Apache 
Arizona, was found by 
John 
Mp 
Murren and others. 
They visited 
the cave on Julv tth and explored 
it. 
For six hundred feet of the 
dis 
tance explored thoy were obliged 
to crawl, using candles and bull's 
eye 
lanterns 
for 
lights. 
Thoy 
found between 300 and 400 human 
skeletons, indicating 
tho 
remains 
of.persons who Itad 
perhaps 
been 
smothered to death by smoke long 
years ago, as some of them wcro in 
crevices just large enough to 
ad- 
mit a human body. 
Tho 
skeletons 
are 
of various 
si.es, some being very small. 
Tho 
skulls are of a blown 
color 
with 
the exception of a 
few 
that 
are 
white. 
The bones indicato a largo 
people but theio is nothing 
to 
re- 
veal to the visitor 
tho 
tribe-- to 
which thoy had belonged. 
The White 
Mountain 
Apaches 
au vary 
superstitious 
about 
the 
cave and 'say that within it 
there 
is a large lake of water. 
The visi- 
tors found no water but intend 
to 
oxploro it further.

but 
two ways of entering it.

AT THATCHER. 


A MEXICAN 
HOLD 
UP. 


Particulars 
of the 
Late 
Nacosari 
Stage Robbery. 


Arrest and Death 
of the Presldente of 
Pronterns, KohertTrlbolett, and 
Ills Vaqueros, 
by tht 
Mex- 
ican Authorities. 
The following is a recent account 
of the shooting ofRobert Tribolett 
formerly of Arizona, by the 
Mexi- 
can 
authorities of 
Sonora. 
The 
details are from the 
Citizen.- 
- 
James A. Crowley, 
one 
of tho 
Americans who was held up at tho 
time of tho recent robbery 
of tho 
Nacoari stage in Sonora, gives the 
following particulars ofthe robber, 
and the.subscquent arrest and kill- 
ing of the robbers by the authorities. 
At Bisbee ho met Edwnrd 
Wood- 
ruff, paymaster 
of the 
Nacosari 
Mining company, who had been to 
El Paso for money to pay employes 
at tho mine. 
They stopped for tho 
night at tho ranch of Robert 
Tri- 
bolett, an Amorican living wilh'his 
family about forty miles 
south" of 
the custom house, where they wcro 
made 
comfortable. 
That 
night 
Tribolett was away and 
was 
sup- 
posed to be irrigating in his fields. 
It was the intention of tho party to 
breakfast at Cochuta, a ranch low- 
er down, and 
whore a 
change of 
animals was to be had, but Tribolett 
pressed them so hard that theyliad 
breakfast with him and then drove 
on. 
About two miles south on the 
main road, thoy met a Mexican rid- 
ing a buckskin horso and 
holding 
his head down, 
apparently 
as if 
following a trail. 
Before reaching 
them, however, he turned 
to 
the 
left and was soon lost sight 
of in 
tho heavy undergrowth 
of brush 
through which the 
road 
at that 
point turns, 
Suddenly after 
pass- 
ing tho point whero the horseman 
had left the road, thoy were 
fired 
upon by three men who were close 
enough to hit them with their guns. 
As the shots wore apparently 
pur- - 


Eosely aimed high no one was hit, 
Woodruff and Crowley 
jumped to tho ground, tho 
former 
to run back up tho road 
and 
tho 
latter to grapple with tho man who 
stood nearest to him, but the 
man, 
who wore a whito 
mask, jumped 
back and covered him with his gun 
and made him hold up his 
hands. 
In the 
meantimo 
the 
frightened 
team had whilelcd around and was 
running towaids Cochuta, with tho 
other two robbers, 
also 
wearing 
masks, in pursuit, 
and 
shooting 
at the driver, who 
was 
whipping 
the team as thoy ran. 
At this time 
Orowloy's captoi forced him 
back 
into tho brush where ho could hear 
the shooting but could not 
sec all 
that was going on. 
He 
however,

ley shot then 
threatened

affair, and told him he must remain 
thero till night, when they 
wouid 
bring him something to eat.

then disappeared in the brush and 
shortly afterwards he heard 
their 
horses which 
had 
been 
picketed 
near by, galloping away.

as they were fairly gone lie started 
back for Cochuta, 
but 
when

reached the 
road 
he 
found 
the 
buckboard with his 
saddle 
horso 
still tied behind. 
With as little delay 
as, 
possible 
Mr. 
Crowley 
mounted 
his 
own 
horse and was 
about 
to 
proceed 
when he was suddenly 
stopped by 
four men who came out of the brush, 
but fortunatly thoy proved 
to 
be 
vaqueros from the Cochuta 
ranch 
which Woodruff had reached 
and 
alarmed. 
Word 
of the 
robbery 
wasthen 
senttothe-'prcsidente- 
" 
or 
mayor at Fronteras a town 
about 
ten miles north, and in the 
direc 
tion of Tribolctt's 
in 
whose

trict the murder and 
robbery had 
been committed. 
The 
president, 
however, instead of appearing 
in 
person sent a letter to the foreman 
of the Cochuta ranch, who 
refused 
to take action in the matter. 
Crowley was summoned 
before

quired to make a written statement 
of the occurrence, also

out authority from the

arrest. 
This was tollowed shortly 
afterwards by the 
arrest

bolett, his foreman and two

The 
next 
morning 
thoy were taken 
by 
Mojor 
Men 
dez, commander of the "CJordado" 
oi district 
police, out 
about 
six 
miles in the direction of the 
scene 
of the iobbery and then 
shot 
by 
the roadside 
The presidente, who had in 
the 
meantime been disgraced from 
of- 
fice, was the first one 
to

--shot, 
then came "Diablo," the man 
who 
rode the buckskin horse, then 
one 
of Tribolett's vaqueros, and lastly 
Tribolett 
himself-- 
The fifth was a 
boy who had turned states evidence 
and he was told to return to 
Fron- 
teras and tell what 
he 
had 
seen. 
The shooting 
party 
consisted 
of 
four men who stood but a few feet 
away from 
their 
victims. 
These 
facts were learned by Mr. Crowley 
from Major Mandez 
who 
further 
said in relation to Tribolett, 
that 
tho latter denied having been pres- 
ent at the robbery, which wasprob-abl- 
y 
so, but that the robbery had 
been concocted at his 
house and 
that not only 
Tribolett 
but 
the 
mayor and a number of prominent 
citizens of Fronteras were implicat- 
ed; and those not caught would be 
gathered 
in 
later. 
Mr. 
Crowley 
was also told that 
his 
watch 
and 
pistol 
were 
found in 
Tribolett's 
house as was also 
fifteen hundred 
dollars of tho stolen money. 
,Tri-bolet- 
ts 
foreman, the man who 
rob- 
bed Crowley at the time 
he 
held 
him prisoner in tho bush, 
escaped 
but was subsequently caught 
near 
Oposura and executed, in the pres- 
ence of the whole town who turned 
out to see him shot. 
He offered to 
make a full confession if given his 
life, but when this was denied him 
ho refused to go 
into 
details 
but 
admitted complicity in tho outrage. 
Before being killed ho 
asked 
the 
privilege of putting on his "chapar-eras- " 
which was gianted. 
He died 
courageously. 
Mr. Crowley states 
that 
for a 
time ho was in a precarious 
posi- 
tion, 
He had 
without 
authority 
and contrary to law, taken a dead 
body from one district to 
another 
and the. fact that thero 
were

Americans on the buckboard

WvJ. Bryan, of Nobiaska, 
spoke 
for two bonis on tho silver question. 
So severe was the storm that

while mon mounted benches deeply 
interested in the discussion, but tho 
crowd bravely 
remained 
through- 
out, applauding 
interested 
in tho 
discussion and

crowd would 
have been twice as largo, but for tho 
storm. 
Mr. Bryan "declared" that 
tho gold men wore organized 
and 
spending 
money 
for 
editorials, 
which they sont to tho gold papers.

lie made

arc many light rains 
thiough

ofl'ect in developing nitrates
